14 FORMOSAN LOLTERY.

Quite recently a campaign, which is still 
vigorously waged, fas.started in the Philip- 
Pincs.againat tho evil .of-. public: gambling ~ 
and in dealing with the question .a Manila 
contemporary cited the. Macao lottery, con- 
‘ducted at some distance from the Philip: 
pincs, as one of the worst. factors contribut- 
ing to the gambling mania. The journal 
referred to in its strictures.condemns the 
lottery as being the means of taking away 
from the Philippines an‘ estimated sum of 
two to three hundred’ thousand pesos 
annually. ‘What the Afanila Times will 
have to .say-on the lottery’ promulgated 
by. the Insular: Government ‘of Formosa 
It may 
not be generally .known that the long- 
talked-of fottery; scheme .in question has 
On the 13th 
instant the following Jaw relating ta the 
lottery was promulgated by the Governor 
General of the island :-—“ Article I.—The 
Goveriiment of Formosa is suthorised to 
issue lottery tickets for the construction of 
public works in connection with charity; 
health, and the maintenance of shrines. The 
regulations mecessary for. the issue of the 
lottery tickets shall be determined by the 
Governor-General of Formosa.” “ Article 
IL—The Governor-General of Formosa is 
‘authorised ‘to prohibit the purchase and 
sole of lottery tickets which are not issued in 
conformity with the provisions of the pre- 
ceding article.” ‘That the recourse to such 
a measure for the raising of public funds 
should énlist but little sympathy goes with- 
out saying, and, in giving the proclamation 
publicity in a recent issue of the /apan 
Chronicle, the editor observes: “ While this 
method of raising revenue may be considered, 
advisable on account of its simplicity from 
the Japanese point of view, it cannot be 
-said to be good policy for a State to gamble 
with its subjects. It will also be seen that 
a State monopoly is created in Formosan 
lotteries by the second article of the pro- 
clamation printed above. Such a: mode of 
raising funds for public works is certainly not 
conducive to morality, and may lead to the 
spread of a custom which is capable of in- 
flicting great harm upon the people as a 
whole.” It has since been learnt from a Tokio 
dispatch that the money raised from the lot- 
tery will- be devoted to the construction of 
water-works and drainage-systems in various 
citjes in Formosa, for the relief and educa- 
tion of. orphans and other destitute children; 
and the formation of a school for the blind 
and dumb. Water-works, it.is stated, will 
be first constructed in Taipeh. ‘The lottery 
tickets will be sold exclusively in Formosa, 
Amoy, Foochow, and other places in South 
China nearest Formosa. ‘The principal aim 
of the lottery, continues the dispatch, isto 
prevent the exodus of money from Formosa 
to South China to be inyested in lottery 
tickets sold there, and at the-same time to 
absorb money ‘from’ South China. The“ 
tickets are not to be issued in-Japan,* By 
"places in South China” wherefrom money 
is to be absorbed for the benefit of the Go- 
vernment of Vormosa, it may .be presumed

Through the columns ‘of our Japanese 
contemporaries the report has been 
circulated that Marquis Ito (thé hostile 
demonstration against. whom’ in Seoul was 
- reported by telegram yesterday) “is about to 
resign the Residency-General-in Korea. 
lt was believed that Marquis Ito had 
been contemplating ‘resignation. now. for 
some time and his recent protracted sojourn 
in Tokio was for the purpose of arriving at 


an understanding with the Elder Statesmen’ 


and other statesmen on the subject. A 
Kobe contemporary, commenting on the 
unofficial news, recalls that some months 
ago there was considerable friction among 
the Elder Statesmen over the question of the 
power to be vested in the Resident-General. 
Field-Marshal Yamagata, head ofthe mili- 
tary parly, contended that no civil official 
‘should have authority over the military power 
and favoured the appointment of General 
Count Katsura, the late Premier. Marquis 
Ito was, of ‘course, totally opposed to the 
policy of. Marquis Yamagata, and. con- 
tended , entirely for a civil  administra- 
tion and favoured the‘ authority. of the 
civil power over that of the military. 
" But whatever the causes which have led 
to the reported resignation of Marquis Ito, 
it is most unfortunate,” observes.the Chrons: 
cle, “for Japanese government in the 
peninsula that dissension in high quarters 
‘should become known at the present time, 
with Korea in a state of mild insurrection, 
What effect the news of the resignation will 
have dn the’ Korean, excited by the insurrec- 
tionary movement,’ it is not easy to foretell, 
but it will. be surprising if the difficulties of 
the Japanese administration do not increase 
three-fold as: the result, and the pacification 
of the Koreans made a harder task than 
ever."
